A sratexent of receipts and expenditare 
relative to the Hongkong District Watch- 
man Fund from January | to March 31, 
1879, is published in. today’s Gawette. 
$668.34 were subscribed by the different 
native shops during the quarter, and the 
Government grant amounta: to , $500, 

Of this sum there wore 
disbursed, for- six~head-—watchmen (one 
for each of the six districts at a salary of 
about 615 per month), $255 ; for thirty- 
three watchmen, distributed over the 
various districts, there were paid $719.97, 
or on’an average about $7.50 per month 
for each watchman; and for rent of 
stations, and sundry expenses, there was 
paid for the same period a sum of 
$190:87. So that of the $1168.34 col- 
lected from the shops and granted. by the 
Government, there have been expended 
$1165.84, or within a dollar or two of 
the receipts; » balance of $91.10, taken 
‘over chiefly, from the previous year, 
being carried on to the current quarter, 
Judging from the figures here published, 
the confideuce apparently inspired by 
this little native ‘ Watch,” and. the 
records that occasionally appear of 
good service performed, it mist be 
admitted that there is a very fiir out 
turn of protection for the money ex- 
pended. We observe that the Stations 
are carefully taxed by the local Govern- 
mente form which it seems to UB 
might be dispensed with, eeeing that thé 
thopkeepers’ subscriptions are paid over 
and above the regular hdusetax, This 
is but'e small matter, but if not ageinat 
the spirit of any existing Jaw, the tax 
might in this cass be remitted, “It may

own heart, ‘The head watchmen do 
pretty well what they please, and report 
the reult to the Registrar Genoral and 
the Captain Superintendent of Police, 
A. baton is tho only weapon they carry, 
and « whistle i3 provided them with 
which to give anslarm. Tho assessment 
is collected by the Registrar General's 
Department and paid voluntarily by the 
houssholder, at the rate of one-half per 
cent, on the assested valuo ; and this con- 
nection with the Registrar General's Do- 
partment doubtless explains the apparent 
anomaly that tho Watoh is attached to 
this rather than to the Police Depart- 
ment It is aaid that. they do valuable 
‘service, in their own-way, in detecting 
crinie, keeping an eye upon and warning 
off bad characters, and searching for lost 
children, |: : 

It would form the subject of much 
congratulation if we could give similar 
practical results regarding the financial 
condition and constitutional position of 
the Tung Wah Hospital—an institution 
that has received very large grants of 
landand money from Goyernnent, but 
has not, so far as we-are aware, ever had 
its accounts submitted for the inspec- 
tion of the public.

DEPUTATION T0 THE GOVERNOR. 


This afternoon a deputation, consisting of 
Bishop Burdon, Bishop Raimondi and Rey. 
J. C. Edge, waited on the Governor to pre- 
sent a petition, signed by one hundred and 
eleven companies, firme, merchants, and 
residents, praying His Excellenoy to give to 
the existing law on the subject of Sunday 
observance that enforcement ih this Colony 
whioh is recognised in the Mother Country 
so far as may be practicable, The Governor | 


et the deputation at Government House.at 
Ke tos and the interview lasted an 
hou’ , 


Bishop Burdon wid: We have been re- 
quested, Your Extellency, to wait upon 
you for the purpose of presenting o peti- 
tion from ‘some of the Residents. of 
Hongkong with reference to the obsery- 
anoe of Sunday in this Colony. Before 
reading the petition, may J- be allowed to 
say o few words on. some of the points 
touched.on it, ‘There are three very faarked 
features of Sunday non-observance in this 
place to which 1 think many, if not most, of 
those for whom I now speak would bo glad 
tose the attention of Government directed. 
One is the loading and unloading of ships 
and all the labour in the Harbour and on 
shore which this involves, In this respect 
J need not aay how different an aspect our 
Harbour presents to that of « Harbour in 
England on Sunday, It is true the oiroum- 
stances of thie placo are different trom these 
of @ seaport at home, where the inhabitants 
are all Christian, “ad accustomed to the 
Christian Toston of the Lord's Day. 
Still this is alEnglish Colony, afid it seems 
hardly right that’ the English Sunday 
-should be ignored altogether, It has arisen 
no doubt trom tho fact that the Chinese 
are nou-Christian and know nothing either 
about the meaning -or the object of a 
periodical day of rest. Tho ‘diftioulties of 
restricting this labour in a freo Port, open 
to all nationalities, and inhabited mainty 
by Chinese ore great, but we earnestly beg 
that Your Excellency With your Council, 
being representatives of a Christion Go- 
vernment which acknowledges and ‘ob- 
serves the day. in its publio acta in Eng- 
land, will take. into ‘your serious con~ 
sideration the question whether it is not 
posviblo at least to restraim within: certain 
limite the work that now: goes on in the 
Harbour and-on shore in connection with 
the louding and unloading of ships, Law 
and public opinion would rise at home 
againat what goes on here without reatriction 
ot any oa ‘The contrast ia even great 
with the Ports on the Coast of China, In 
each of these there.ts a Customs Service, and 
it is clused on Sunday, Were this a Chinese 
open Port, Foreign ‘shipping would bave to 
submit toa similararrangement, Might not 
sume law be enacted that would ensure a 
quieter Harbour on Sunday than ours at 
/present presents? Another point is ‘the 
amount ot building operations that goes on 
in Hongkong .on Sunday both in con- 
nection with Government and with pri- 
vate individuals, ‘This too is opposed 
both to law, oustom and public opinion in 
Englond, and, it strikes any one, acoustomed 
to the religious observance of Sunday, most 
painiully. Here again it is no doubt owing 
in thetirst place to the, labourers employed 
being persons who have no sacred sssocia~ 
tions with the day, and who being paid by 
the day, and not by the week as at bome, do 
not see why they should be deprived of a 
whole day’s wages so often, - There are ine 
conveniences it is true in trying to oary out 
the observance of the day in building opera- 
tions. These were probably more felt at 
first than they need be dow, and. ao the 
lowing the Chinese to ‘work on Sunday 
becamoe habit, and neither law, nor custom, 
nor public opinion has said anything against 
it. ‘With reference to Government worke we 
are enoouraged by what your Excellency has 
already said, to hopa that the clause in» 
serted, 1 om told in every Government 
contract, that no work should be done on 
Sunday will be in. every ease enforced and 
no longer allowed to be a doad. letter. It 
may bo dificult, under’ our -ciroumstances 
here, to enforce thinon the Colony generally,

His Excellency then said: The memorial 
is not, as you my, very numerously sigued, 
butit ia most influentially signed; and it 
is a memorial whioh it is my duty to take 
into my éarnett consideration. ut I do 
not wish to content myself with saying 
that I have listened with attention and 
eatisfaction to the remarks that “have 
been made by Bishop Burdon, and those 
of my Right Rev, friend on my right, as 
well as to whet has fallen from our 
Rev. friend on the left; and I concur in 
all the observations you have made, 1 do 
believe it is the duty of every Governor in 
the British Empire, to recognise that he 
iy Governor under a Christian Sovereign, 


and that he represents 4 Government 


which certainly, according to the laws of the 
land, of the United Kingdom, isa Christian 
Government ; and that,‘so far as possible, it 
is his duty- to recognise that, especially 
when, a8 you have pointed out, the laws 
themselves are clear. .

and it was enforced.

You hore state thal 
you aro advised “that no now legislation 
ig needed, that the statute 20th of Charles 
II, Chapter 7, is in force in this Colony aud 
is binding upon andis observed by the in- 
habitats in various ways, as by the Courts 
of Justice and in all Banking traneaotions,” 
how, I shall ask you before referring to 
that statute to hear what wos said: with 
regard to it by a predeceswr of mine 
as far back as 1844. I think I cannot do 
botter then read to you’ tho notification 
issuod by Sir John Davis. A Governmont 
notification was isaied 28th June 1844, by 
order, and signed “Frederick W. A. Bruce, 
Colonial Scoretary” in these terms :— 

His Excellency the Governor in Council dirests 

that tho following Order, addréasod to the Lond 
Office, bs published for general information ; and 
ho expocts that tho course therein indicatod by 
the Government will in future bo followed, and 
the Sunday observed with duc ‘respect by the 
Christian population throughout the Colony, 
A‘ seed Government notification, sigued 
by the Colonial Secretary, and addressed to- 
Charles St, George Cleverly, Esq., Acting 
Surveyor General ia as follows :— 


“Tam directed by His Excellency the Go- 
-vernor in Council to inform you, that with a view 
to a bottor observance of Sunday throughout the 
Colony, he directs that Government works bonot 
proceeded with on that day, aud {kat all Euro- 
peans in the Servico of- your Dopartment he 
thereby afforded am opportanity of attending Di- 
vine service. Jn all contracts mide in futuro, 
you willtake care that Sunday is omitted in oal- 
‘dilating the time necessary for the completion of 
the work contracted for.’ , 


And this is the proclamation, subse uently 
issued, signed by the Governor, Sir John I, 
Davis, and dated 20th February, 1845 :— 


Whorcas the Laws of England enjoining under 
certain Penalties a cessation from sooulur Latour 
and Employment on Sunday aro in force within 
this Colony, ond it isdesirable, regard being had 
to the mixed population resident therein, that 
tho duo observance of that day should, if poxsiblo, 
be attnined by tho example and so-oporatios of 
all Christians within the Cotony, mther than by 
the indiscriminate iuforcement of the penaltics, 
attaching to a breach of the Law; the Govemor 
calla the attention of:the Christin inhabitanta 
to a™ former Notification on this subjéct of the 
28th of June last, and trusts that thoy will assist 
in cartying out the object aimed at, by abstain- 


‘and it says: ‘and all and singuler the for- 
feiturea or the penalties aforesaid shall be 
employed and converted to the use of the 
pore of the parish where the said offence shall 
ave been committed,” Now, if the 
statute is in fotoo that part is in force, 
and it cannot but bring to our recollection 
that we are now a very flourishing com- 
munity, and a very wealthy communi- 
ty. too, while up to this time no pre- 
aration has been mado for the poor. 
Now, Iam fully alive to the difficulty of 
dealing with the casual poor of Hongkong. 
As you yoursolves know, there are 4 good 
many poor people in this Colony who have 
laboured here for years, who havo laboured 
perhaps too long, who have laboured in 
the production of wealth inthis, Co- 
lony, and’ who haye wot suceecded in 
keeping themselyes from beggary and 
destitution in their old aga. So far from 
giving them any reliet,the law of the 
Colony, which it is my psinful duty to see 
enforced week after week, is that for a single 
act of mendicancy they bedeported to China, 
Jhave over and over again scent old men, 
and men who worked 14 dnd 15 years here, 
perhaps ,too long, brought up to the Court 
for an act ‘of mendicanoy, and being con-~ 
vioted have’ been deported to the other side, 
When J found this claus I have referred 
to, I resolved to oall your attention to it, 
and to ask you to consider, seeing we have 
heon here sumething over thirty years, moro: 
than.a generation, whether the timo has not 
edme whon I could-ask you to help me in 
providing some mode of poor reliet tor these 
persons. I merely throw this out for 
your zonsideration. ~I oun mow only ‘say 
rthat. I shall do my best to carry out the 
suggestions made to me to-day, and shall 
begin by strictly enforcing the orders I 
have alrendy given for the utmost possible 
abolition of Sunday labourso tar as Govern+ 
ment work is concerned, 

Bishop Burdon thanked His Excellency 
for the courtesy, kindness aad consideration 
they had met with, | : 

Bishop Raimondi agreed with His Exoul+ 
lenoy ag to the great neoessity fur the con® 
Bideration of the queation of poor relief for 
the class of persons desoribed by His Excel« 
lenoy.

secution. ~The Polico Magistrate decided in 
favour of the workmen, and there was no 
appeal, Our own local ordinance, Sec, 2 of 
Ord. 6 of 1845 enacts that English law nie 
plies where the loa ciroumstanoes of the 
Colony or its inhabitants did not render it 
inapploable, ‘That law still exists in Ordi- 
naneo No, 12 of 1873. ‘There is nothing 
Iam more bound to do then to carry out 
what is actually the law; and the decision 
T havo just referred to, which was not 
spc tends to prove that the memo- 
rialisti “are not precisely correct. when | 
they say that that statute is now in 
force in, this .Colony, At the sme 
time, however, [ am impressed with 
what the memorialists say whon they argue 
that this is the law of England, and to 
carry it,out, so far as the circumstances of 
the Colony will pen in any saa I 
am Governor in, I am responsible. This 
branch of the subject will lave my most 
earnest attention. While Mesers Jardine, 
Matheson & Co. are quite right in desiring 
to limit their concurrence inthe memorial 
to the necessity for stopping ail Govern- 
ment work on Sunday, £ think ‘that the 
membors, of this Christian Community will 
look to Government as an exatiple to 
them in this matter, and if they find| 
Government eamestly. camying out o 
determination to decrease Sunday labour, 
they’ will carry out the same principle. 
Therefore 1 think the most Ishall have to 
do to accede to the spirit of their memorial 
will be to issue such a proclamation as Sir 
John Davis issued in 1845, and I ‘hope the 
result will be sitistactory. In another 
Colony in which I was Governor in Chief, 
itwas brought to my notice ina similar way 
to which you have to-day brought these 
facts and arguments before me, that thore 
was an enormous amount of Sunday labour! 
performed, and thet even in my own Colo- 
nial Secretary’s office and in my own office. 
This of course was very greatly, chiefly if 
not entirely, due to the accidental misfor- 
tune that the mail steamers camé in and went 
out more often than on other days of the week 
on Sundays and Mondays. I thought I would 
see what a. Government example would | 
do to decrease the evil of Sunday working, 
and I stated to the. deputation whiok 
waited upon me shortly after my arrival that 
T would take steps to reduce to the smallest 
possible amount the. Sunday Jebour in all 
Government Offoet.

A OASEH OF COLLISION, 


An offivial enquiry waa held to-day at 
the Hartour Mastar's Offce into the cir- 
cumstances attending a collision between 
the 8, 8, Kwlarney avd a fishing junk, at 
7.46 p.m. of the 28rd ioatant, off Aichow 
laland, The Court comisted of—U, V. 
Qreagh, Keq,, Senior Police Magistrate, 
(rresident), J, P. MoHuen, Keq., (Acting 
HarbourMaster), J.G.T, Hasséll, Esq, (un 
vfficial Justice of the Peace), K, Moddurdo, 
Hsq., Government Marine Surveyor, and 
A... Smith, Eaq., (muster British S, 8, 
Malacca) = * : 

The junk master’ was first examined: be 
saaid :—-Lhe moon was just setting and my 
junk was anchored on the north side of the 
Archow Island. The ateumor come straight 
uown, I sawa red and green light when 
the ateamer got close tomy junk. 1 calied 
out loudly, but they ovuld nut hear me, 1 
usad my sculls to try and move the boat 
in order to get out of the way. but my 
anchor was still dowa, [ had a tight burn- 
ing; it was a paper lantern, of th> usual 
pattern I always used, We were all siitiag 
dow but were not asleep. © We had also a 
emall light blow. Tuelight was hung on 
a bamboo, nine feet high. I om sure i.

boats oll round, This was about 7.46 p.m 
Our apood was about nine knots an hour,

fishing boata through which we were passing 
all bad lights. I motioed ono light ahead, 
so ported half a point, «and immediately 
afterwards I noticod a flash clos on the 
port bow, ao porced again.

I put the helm hard a port, 
When Isaw the sooond flish, I know ho 
was trying to cross our bow, 60, atupped 
immcdiatuly, ant reveraed the: engines full 
speed; I called out loudly to tho boat to 
starboard. I could hear the orew of the
